Dr. Herbert Sutcliffe has been 
lecturing to us:on “Radiant Liv- 
ing," and anyone who has studied 
his methods intelligently — will 
realise that this self-honesty is the 
neceasnry immediate premises for 
all future right living. It is part 
of the psychologist’s indictment 
of modern society that it is com- 
posed of individuals who are dis- 
honest with themselves, indivi- 
duals who have allowed their 
wills to be developed by circum- 
stances until this false unreal 
development has become part and 
parcel of their natures. The mo- 
dern order of competitive activity 
has created a whole world of ag- 
gressive domineering people. The

It 
means that we are afraid and we 
cannot bear to be afraid: We are 
afraid of belng honest with our- 
selves, honest with our wife, our 
friends. We saw what we believed 
to be our genuine feelings crumbl- 
ing into rottenness before our eyes, 
we saw the comfortable sentiment- 
al existence which we have fashion- 
ed for ourselves being stolen from 
us in the name of honesty and we 
rebel. Our business, that new con- 
tract which we aticceeded in pulling. 
off with the unexpected profit, that 
darling little affair with Mrs. So- 
and-so, or Miss or Mr. as the case 
may be, our kiddies, and the neces- 
sity of securing their future—con- 
found this honesty business! We 
were within an ace of throwing the 
whole thing up and becoming re- 
ligious.

With 354 sents out of a total 
of 466 in the Dict, the parties have 
the whip hand but the Army is 
determined to override their op- 
position in the usual manner. 


ARMY THREAT 


This was revesled by the Min- 
ister for War, General Sugimura, 
who, in the course of an official 
statement to foreign newspaper 
correspondents today, said the 
Government had firmly decided to 
once again dissolve the Diet should 
the latter resist the measures 
proposed by the Army. 

The Selyukal and Minseito to- 
day issucd a manifesto bitterly 
attacking the Government for 
bowing to the whims of the 
Army politicians.

'N that amazing Chinese proces- 
sion of Coronation week a 
wholo collection of fantastic my- 
thical beings advanced, hovered 
and swooped, and for the Chinese 
this Buddhist imagery seemed =a 
princely cavalcade. Religion 
here in a thing so familiar that no 
promiscuity comes amiss to it and 
the sordid Hfe which. swarmed 
among the divinities did not alter 
the splendour of tho spectacle. 
As the dragon {a the symbo! of 
the Emperor the phoenix {as the 
symbol of the Empress, “its head 
{a like heaven; its eyes like tho 
sun, its back like the crescent 
moon; its wings like the wind; Its 
tail Ike the trees and its feet like 
tho earth,” A composite of se- 
veral animals it is, according to 
Chinese authority “resembling a 
wild swan before, and a unicorn 
behind; it has the throat of a 
swallow, the bill of a fowl, the 
neck of a snake, the tail of «a 
fish, the forehead of a crane, 
the crown of a mandarin drake, 


the stripes of a dragon and! tho 


vaulted back of a tortoise.” And 
it is most gorgeously coloured. 
The phoenix’s tail is graduated 
like Pandean pipes: legend states 
that the bamboo tubes were cut in 
Imitation of the fabulous bird, six 
of the notes being sung by the 
malo and six by the female.

loaded with a 
wealth of controversy for those 
interested. in tho future of 
Hong Kong's leading education- 
al Institution.

EVER can there have been a. more vivid-.example of the 
distinction between what Walter Bagehot described as the 
imposing and the effective functions of a Government than the 
Immediate change over by the visiting Premiers and delegates

HEN the Government some 

months ago invited sugges- 
tions from the public for bringing 
our University more into touch 
with the life of the community 
the response was no doubt meagre, 
but that is in the nature of the 
case.

It nelther creates tho desire for 
knowledge nor exploits it. It finds 
ft vague and gives it direction and 
substance, drawing as much from 
the community as it gives.

“Corpus Juris Civills,” which 
might otherwise have been lost in 
the barbarian Invasions and the 
general barbarism that ensued in 
Italy.

Delivered in the Deutschland 
Hall, where every available inch 
of room was crowded, the speech 
dealt with the trials of Roman 
Catholic clergy and members of 
religious Orders who stand ac- 
cused of guilt of “unnatural 
vice.” It was the first funda- 
mental pronouncement on the 
subject made by any Reich Cab- 
inet Minister. : ey

VITAL NECESSITIES 
Dr. Schacht expreased tho con- 


viction that the neighbourly rela- 
tions between the two  countrics 
could be improved to n far greater 
degree if both sides would but take 
the trouble of adopting the right 
attitude towards the vital necesst- 
ties of the other. 

He said he had investigated the 
progress of the present negotia- 
tions and was gratified to find 
that in a very few weeks, agree- 
ment had been reached on many 
matters of fundamental jimport- 
ance. 

This was all the more signi- 
ficant in view of tho fact that 
Franco-German trade had 
been going on for two years 
without existence of any sort 
of agreement. < 

ECONOMIC LOGIC 

Concluding, Dr. Schacht re- 
marked that-‘whatever the “new 
Franco-German trade treaty look- 
ed like, it would not alone decide 
whether there should be trade be- 
tween the two countries. Whether 
there were any trenty or not, 
economic relations between 
France and Germany would go on 
developing, for they were not 
merely the outcome of economic 
logic but of economic necessity. — 
Trans-Ocean. 

LUNCHEON PARTY

New Comet Class Craft Handles Well | rm SHOWING TO-DAY 


Tho Skipper had planned our de- 
parture for 0 a.m. but in such mat- 
ters it is acldom man who disposes. 
To begin with a heavy squall swept 
across the Harbour and, while we 
expected to have a wet passage, .we 
faw no reason why we should not 
keep dry as long as possible. Then 
there were all the Inst minute ad-. 
justmonts to a new craft, a couplo of 
blocks, halyard for the storm-lan- 
tern, burgee rod, 60 feet of additional 
rope for tho anchor, a pair of oars. 
By 10.16 am. the “Amnarel” was 
ahipshape and ready for Jaunching 
from the slipway. Unfortunately 
this was n longer and more tedious 
job than expected owing to the 
casual placement of a large motor 
cruiser in the direct path of our 
little Comet and it wan not until 
11,16 a.m, that she nlid-into the 
water, an hour's. strenuous work be- 
ing somewhat relieved by the fore- 
man, who was knocked over back- 
wards at the Inst moment in a none 
too graceful somersault‘and came up 
splultering, to the huge diversion of 
his erew. 


CAPSUIMUN SINISTER ~ 


Fitful puffs of wind dogged us 
across tho Harbour and at 12.30 p.m. 
we took up tho sculls in desperation, 
turn and turn about against a con- 
trary tide right up, to Capauimun. 
The spanking winds of the previous 
days had packed up and by tho 
time we reached Capsuimun at 4,30 
p.m. the joys of yachting scemed to 
us grossly exaggerated. We were 
wondering whether to anchor until 
the turn of the tide and were idly 
gazing at the China Merchants’ 
"Nai Yuen,” bows down and- pro- 
pellor yawing to the sky on the 
rocks of the passage, when we notic- 
ed that wo were being carried 
through Capsuimun at an_ enor- 
mous rate of speed. It was quite 
uncanny to note four paralicl tido 
rips, two ebbing and two flooding, 
their ocdges torn and sinister. In 
fect the goncral atmosphero of the 
“Swift Water Gateway”, so appro- 
priately named, is shadowy and sin- 
ister with the hissing of huge coils 
of water and a half-fclt sense of 
unholy powers lurking closa by. Tho 
effect wap probably heightened by 
four hours of rowing on an empty 
atomach. 

On the other side of Cap Sui Mun 
wo found a gusty little N.E, breeze 
blowing andthe Skipper cheered up 
wonderfully and suggested that we 
might use our spinnaker. As ho 
knows more about these things than 
I, and in any-caso is a glutton for 
work, he handed over the tiller to 
mo and went forward. In record 
time ho broke it and -it was a vory 
pleasant sight to seo it bellying 
whitely against a background of dark 
grey thundorsquall, which socmed to 
be gathering down to the South 
West. Apparently the Skippor felt 
ho could do cortain other little opera- 
tion better than I for he Icft me ut 
the holm, a job much to my Hking. - 


MEETING WITH PORPOISE 


By now we were slipping along at 
@ great rate and beginning to apprc- 
ciate the wind dolng tho work for 
us. We also awakened to the fact 
that wo had scarcely had a dito’ since 
early “brekker’ and so made an ex- 
cellent meal, which was fortunate in- 
deed. Castlo Peak Bay looked most 
attractive in various shades of green, 
while on the port quarter Lantay 
brooded under its purple shroud. The 
Skipper had. again taken over the 
holm and it was agreeablo to dis- 
cover that ha waa not above the 
common weaknesses of humanity In 
the way ha jumpod at a loud snort 
close alongside. It. turned out-to be 
a porpoise, smooth and slato-coloured, 
who snorted onco more defora ‘sHd- 
ing on his unhurried way. . 

The breeze was freshening con- 
sidorably in the vacuum caused: by 
tho squall approaching from the 
S.W. .and I was ¢oltf to lower’ tho 
spinnaker; an operation which I felt 
l had performed very neatly.. Un- 
fortunately there was hardly timo to 
congratulate mysclf as the aqually 
was coming up fast and it was noces- 
sary to sco that everything was ship- 
shape in cose we would have to heavo 
to very.suddenly. We were running 
rapidly for the leg of two little {s- 
lands when tho wind changed with 
its usual suddonness and we were 
forced, to jibe. Tha littl Comet 
handled bonutifully under tho Skip- 
per’s oxport hands and it was 
not long before we wero all snug

FORKED LIGHTNING 


By this timo it was 7 pm. _ and 
dark, the sca seoming to bo-swallow- 
ghty rearing ;black clouds.

spanking wind was rapidly blowing 
us to Taishan Island, whore wo had 
planned to spend the first night. By 
7.20 pm. we wore abreast-of Tonku 
Light, about two miles. All in a 
moment the alr becamo opaque and 
Lintin, had disappeared. Our pre- 
vious heave-to drill stood ua in good 
stend: in no time we had: tho anchor 
holding firmly at tho ond of 120 fect 
of rope, the jib and mainsail were 
down In a trice, a sen anchor out and 
the tarpaulin covering Inshed secure- 
ly. I think .the handling could not 
have taken more than 1% minutes, 
senreely a second too soon. 


SQUALL HITS 


The squall struck no terrific open- 
ing blow and the world seemed to be 
toppling inwards. I have been 
through a number of typhouns both 
on Jand and on passenger vessels, 
notably thoso during the year of 192% 
and off the const of Japan in tho Inte 
autumn of 1932, but none of those ex- 
periencen quite prepared me for the 
squall that was on us. It fs one 
thing to be on land, or cven on a 
largo pussenger vessel; it is an en- 
Urely different ‘matter to be in a 
little 16 footer, a tarpaulin the sole 
shelter, between the Jashings of 
which could ‘be caught glimpses of 
sens racing past like white furles. 
The thunder rolled low and ominous 
overhead and the jagged lightning 
showed a driving grey sea with the 
mainland a quarter of a mile astern; 
it was a question of whether or not 
our anchor would hold. It held noblyt 

At about 8.30 p.m. we got rather a 
shock when we realised that tho tow, 
which had been ahond, was bearing 
down on us slightly out of control. 
Wo had a high-power torch which we 
Sc on and she managed to vecr 
off, : 
The storm Jasted an hour. and a 
half, blowing Stself out by 9.40 p.m. 
but Jeaving a heavy swoll, Fortunate- 
ly there wan a fair amount of wind 
ond we got under pay. The night 
was pitch dark with heavy clouds 
billowing‘ ncross and great gouts of 
lightning to break our pence of mind. 
Tho, temperature had dropped con- 
siderably, yet, in spite of overy ntitch 


of clothing, covering and ollskins|p, 


having become sopped through, we 
had not quite sunk to a nadir of 
fortitude: the boautiful behaviour of 
our little Comet was something to 
ruminate upon. 


DUCKBOARDS SMASHED 


By midnight the breeze had almost 
potered out,, A strong tide had set 
in against us. The aky was threaten- 
ing. And we were chilled to the 
hone. Taishan was a few miles ahead 
and we decided to tako to tho oars 
in five minute spells, ns much to try 
to get warm os to seo if wo could 
not manage to mako the shelter. We 
kept this up until 2 a.m. by which 
timo it appeared to be futile (later 
we discovered that the tide about 
there runs at 3% knots) and, a8 wo 
were quite fagged, we dropped an- 
chor, got everything shipshape and 
turned in. The port duckboards had 
smashed ‘and the Skipper magnani- 
mously offered to turn in on the port 
side of the contreboard: -hs, how- 
ever, ho was pretty well ontranched 
on the starboard sido I felt constrain- 
ed to suggest that we remained as 
we wero, and I spent the next four 
hours with alternate hips. in bilge 
water, which was of no great con- 
Bequence considering the soggy state 
of our clothes and blankets. The four 
hours until G om, seomed to pass 
fairly rapidly, making mo .fecl that 
through very weariness I must havo 
slept; the Skipper I know slept fair- 
ly solidly for I heard him- snoring, 
but then ho is a. pretty hardened lit- 
tle individual. ~ 5 : . 

Wo staggered to our feet at. 6: 
a.m, to the accompaniment’ of our, 
teeth clicking little. castanets. Thero 
was oa freah breeze and tha tido' was 
in our favour so that wo were able 
to moor alongside the Customs hulk 
at Talshon (incidentally the hulk is 
the old’ “Wing On") at 6.30 a.m. 
foolltig .vory chilled and weary, but 
led to cover the first lap success- 
ully. 


FIT FOR FALSTAFF 


It is a tradition of tha sen that 
those connected with it are kind 
and hospitable to the core, but I 
think there nevor was such. kindness 
as that showered on two battered 
yachtsmen by three Customs Cruiser 
Commanders and a fourth who was’ in 
charge of the Hulk. Wo wero givon 
hot tea and pogs of shisky that tingl- 
down..to our tocs,.. We wero given 
dry clothing. We were given s grand 
ureakfast. “Here was a cheerful in- 
terest shown that was most gratify- 
ing. There were also two bunks 


-|whereon wo slept for two glorious 
hours (the tide meanwhile having 
.|turned against us on the ‘cbb.) Thero 


wero a couple of hours of conversa- 
tion, beers and sherries and a luncheon 
ft for Falataff, All ntorning' it hndj 
been raining hard ‘down ao stiff’ 
breeze, After a lato luncheon the! 
weather elearcd,-the’ wind. held,!: and! 
we recolved’a ‘tow for throd mites nf-| 
til the tlds turned to tho flood, when 


Beforel}- 
leaving the Hulk we had been com-|| 


letely “fitted. out with ‘heavy swoa- 
ers and dry clothes, a: last minute 
touch ‘of kindness that'was typical.

tricky stecring, but the Ski ap- 
parently had een well fortited by 
our excellont luncheon and his blood 
wan up, for he decided that fo might 
carry our-splnnaker. Actually, ho 
did call n courtesy conforences with 


hin ‘crow, but, os he did all’ the talk-{. 


ing and at the some time handed over 
sheet and helm and made ‘his way 
forward, it was possibly not entirely 
necessary. The effect was quite mir- 
aculous; the sail bellied skyward like 
a flying topsall, lifting our bows, and 
the Jittle “Amarel” gathered heraclf 
and leapt forward, riding cach com- 
ber for twenty yenrds or so on if 
possessed with tho: Spirit of Speed. 
On two or three occasions we had 
litorally n senso of flying, Tho water 
was boiling at our bows, leaping over 
now and then to fonm along the com- 
bing. She was behnving beautifully, 
although tho strain on the helm was 
enormous. The Skipper thought it on 


well not to chance a change over of |: 


the helm, so settled himself comfort- 
ably to handle the spinnaker. While 
I was-Indocd gratified by the con- 
fidence he was placing in’ mo; my 
opinion of him an a man of judgment 
wns somewhat modified. , 


BAD MOMENTS 


As wo mado further into the open 
waters below Sam Pan Chow, sa the 
Seas grow heavier and the danger of 
a sudden jibe in.the following wind 
was imminent. I had several bad 
moments, two in particular when out- 
size seas caught us on the wrong leg, 
as it were. It was a question of 
concentration and feel of the tiller, 
The Skipper apparently thought this 
an opportune and Ieisurely time for 
tho discussion of accounts and gencral 
expenses. In relation to expenditure 
it appears that he had taken out in- 
surance on our Comet to cover us 
against every hazard on our outing, 
and wondered if I approved of this 
item. I approved ‘most heartily, but 
folt, novortheless, slightly .reproach- 
ful that this comforting’ bit of in. 
formation had not. been imparted to 
mo before the storm of the -provious 
evening. However, I obtained some 
consolation when he was shaken out 
of his complacency daring one of my 
ad moments, ; 
As wo drew abreast of Sam Pan 
Chow, nasty little cross seas came 
bounding off the mainland, : forming 
hummocks on the following swell and, 
as there was no point in taking. 
much risk, we decided to lower the 
spinnaker, the Skipper being : quite 
tractable to my suggestion. We were 
still. sailing ot a good rate and -I 
was’ lad to be relieved of the helm 
and ‘stretch my back, which had been 
curved and taut during the wholo of 
the open crossing. 

Just before we reached Chain Rock, 
ita red light flashed, although Sam 
Pan Chow's white light had been 
winking astern for some time. 

Dusk was drawing in accentuated 
by a deep bank of clouds to the West. 
The current in the Bocca Tigria, for- 
tunately in our favour, was vory 
swift, and, a8 we were close in, we 
could hear its subdued roar over the 
rocks in shore, which sounded a little 
creepy. 


WILD SKY 


Tiger. Island found us going very 
fast under a wild moonlit sky, Eur- 
lier on the a.s. Kwangtung had pass. 
ed us on our port bow. Picking up 
the light on Blake Point was none 
too easy. Our chart ceased at Tiger 


Island and wo had to f° by what|! 


knowledge we had picked up on trips 
on river steamers, and by hearsay. 
The river propor really begins hero, 
is very wide and is split into soveral 
entrances, Two lights ahead turned 
out to be fishing stakes, on which we 
barely escaped becoming entangled. 
It was with great relief that. we 
eventually picked up our mark, a long 
and three short flashes, and soon aftcr, 
bowling along as were, we were 
abreast of Amherst Point. After tho 
Second Bar, the Pagoda and excellent 
mark on the bluff, the wind lessened 
considerably, allowing us only  suffl- 
cient runway to leave the main chan- 
nel and -pass between two small is- 
lands into tho Enstern channel from 
Whampoa (the namo of which I do 
not know to this day). 

It wos now midnight and the tide 
just on the ebb with scarcely wind 
to make ogninst it. We wore just 
below Whampoa Rocka and ina vory 


charming anchorage and.as the mocn|]... 


was satling round and clear; we de- 
elded to anchor. We ‘hod had. a 
magnificent run of forty odd miles in 
just. over. soven hours and. felt wo 
had ‘earned our sleep. 

We spent an excellent: night lapped 
by. little ripples and raised sail under 
a fresh breeza at 8 a.m. and at 10.16 
a.m. dropped anchor off the Clubhouse 
of the pearl River Salling Club, 
where wo found the owners ‘of the 
“Amarel’s" two alster Comets, the 
“Btain" and the “Anthea” waiting to 
welcome us.

END OF ANACHRONISMS — 
OF DIVORCE COURT 


CONGRATULATIONS SHOWERED ON 
MR. A. P. HERBERT 


. London, Yesterday. 

A campaign for reform of Britain's antiquated 
divorce laws which has lasted in the House of Commons 
for twenty-five years, came’ to a successful conclusion 
yesterday when the House, by 190 votes to 37, carried 
the third rending of Mr. A. P. Herbert’s Marriage Bill. 

Mr. Herbert, the well-known “Punch” humorist, 
novelist and journalist, and Senior Burgess for Oxford 
University, introduced the Bill at the beginning of the 
present session of Parliament. :
